China's skill in playing off 
one troublesome Power 
against another is traditional. 
Before the Communists came 
to power she also employed 
what may be called Fabian 
tactics to temper the cold wind 
to the shorn lamb. By these 
means, for example, she 
staved off the Japanese in 
North China for several 
years after Manchuria had 
been taken over. The old 
warlord ‘General Sung Cheh- 
yuan was given virtually 
autonomous control of the 
Northern provinces, . When 
pressure from the Kwang- 
tung Army or from Nanking 
became too unbearable, he| 
retired to his native village 
to sweep the tombs of his 
ancestors, leaving nobody in 
charge who possessed the 
power of decision. Exasperat-; 
ed Militarists likened the 


Northern glacis to a balloon 
in the futility to which it’ 
reduced prods and pressure. | 
It-was a.policy that owed 
its origin as much to the: 
actual conditions and status | 
of the region as to astute 
planning. It-is far more 
ficult to employ such methods 
nowadays, because of the 
totalitarian nature of Com- 
munism and the powerful 
centralisation of policy. The 
division of the country into 
five great . military and ad- 
ministrative areas could, of 
course,~ permit--of-substantial- 
variations’ in policy. Such 
variations would’ have their 
origin as much in basic dif- 
ferences of outlook and in- 
terest as in mere. regional 
administrative autonomy.”

Simple proposals 


The proposals made by South 
Koren are very simple. .

It left 
vacant seats in its national 
ussembly for representatives 
from North Korea.
